The colour orange - Orange Madness 

What causes the Dutch during big events, to become so 
united? We are normally a pretty down to earth bunch of 
people and are not always proud and even quite critical 
of our country and our Government. 

We are not necessarily raised with national pride and 
taught how great The Netherlands is, in contrast to some 
other countries. Still, during big events, the whole 




country seems to be so proud to be Dutch. 

So what drives us, during these events, to unite on such a 
big scale? Religious, cultural, and ethnic diversity and 
tolerance are considered the essence of Dutch 
culture. Maybe the absence of a countrywide shared 
identity might well be the reason for the Dutch people to 
feel so strongly connected, during these events. 

Continue reading if you are interested in a bit of history 
about the Dutch connection with the colour orange. 

The flag of the Netherlands is red, white and blue and is 
derived from the flag of the Prince of Orange, which 
was, orange, white and blue. 

Rene Chalon-Orange, son of Henry III of Nassau- 
Breda from Germany and Claudia of Chalon-Orange 
from French Burgundy, inherited in 1530 
the Principality of Orange from his mother’s 
brother, Philibert of Chalon. 

As the first Nassau to be the Prince of Orange, Rene 
could have used “Orange-Nassau” as his new family 
name. However, his uncle, in his will, had stipulated that 
Rene should continue the use of the name Chalon- 
Orange. History knows him therefore as Rene of Chalon. 
After the death of Rene in 1544 his cousin William of 
Nassau-Dillenburg inherited all his lands. This “William 
I of Orange”, in English better known as William the 
Silent, became the founder of the House of Orange- 
Nassau and the ancestor of the monarchy of the 
Netherlands. 

WILLIAM I OF ORANGE was the main leader of 
the Dutch revolt against the Spanish, that set off 
the Eighty Years’ War and which resulted in the formal 
independence of the United Provinces in 1648. 

Up till today, orange is still the colour of the Dutch 
Royal Family, but while the colour orange has royal 
roots in the Netherlands, today it symbolizes a broader

The Dutch celebrated New Year’s Eve/Day (Oud en 
Nieuw) in their very own way! Let’s look at the top 
3 notable traditions of the Dutch New Year: 

Oliebollen. 

Eat up, my friends! 

Who doesn’t love deep-fried balls of dough covered 
in powdered sugar?! The direct translation of this 
very Dutch treat is “oily balls” and I must say, it 
aptly sums up these tasty calorie bombs. 

Oliebollen have a 
dumpling-like 
shape and 
resemble a 
homemade 
doughnut. As 
soon as the 
temperature drops 
in the 

Netherlands, 
enterprising 

Dutchies set up outdoor market stands and sell these 
sweet treats on every comer. The smell alone will 
have your mouth-watering even before you take the 
first bite. Traditionally, these doughy balls are made 
and eaten at midnight on New Year’s Eve. 
Historically speaking, they are said to have been first 
made and consumed by Germanic tribes in the 
Netherlands between December 26 and January 6. 
During this period, the Germanic Goddess 
’’Perchta” would fly through the sky with a tribe of 
evil spirits. Apparently to appease these nasty spirits 
oliebollen were offered. The myth goes on to tell 
how ’’Perchta” would try to slice open the bellies of 
anyone she came across but - luckily - her sword 
would simply slide off the bellies of all those, who 
had eaten the tasty balls of oil! 

Need to fight some evil spirits of your own at next 
year’s festive season or looking to impress your 
NYE ’’gezellige guests”? 

Fireworks. 

Sure, most countries celebrate New Year’s Eve with 
the occasional fireworks, but make no mistake: this 
ain’t your pretty little light show put on by the local 
Municipality! No, no my friends, this Dutch tradition 
could more so be described as: COMPLETE-AND- 
UTTER-EXPLODING -CHAOS! 

Dutchies young and old take to the streets, the parks, 


the public squares - essentially everywhere and 
anywhere - and literally start blowing shit UP! The 
first words that will come to most expats/tourists/ 
foreigners lips when describing the evening of the 
31st is “war zone”, and in fact, it’s not too far from 
the truth. The Dutch sky starts to light up as soon as 
the sky goes dark, and the clangs and bangs don’t 
stop until the wee hours of the morning. 

”Is it not dangerous”, you ask? ’’Why, yes it is”. 

Last year, the Dutch government reported that over 
700 people were injured: 5 hands amputated, 
several fingers removed, 236 eye injuries (91 of 
them with permanent damage) and 23 cases of 
blindness. 190 ambulances, 270 police cars, and 
233 firetrucks were dispatched. So, yes my friend, 
there is indeed a lot of action on this night! 

It seems however, that the Dutchies are divided on 
this issue. In a recent survey, 50% of Dutch people 
would like to see more restrictions on the festivities, 
whereas the other 50% are staunch defenders of this 
beloved “Dutch tradition”. Perhaps a few more lost 
eyes, will swing the vote? 

New Year’s Dip at Zandvoort in 2015. 

Of all the Dutch traditions, this one is definitely my 
favourite. In fact, this year I’m hoping to literally 
jump in and join the masses! Each year thousands 
of crazy Dutchies wade the frigid winter waters of 
the North Sea on 1 January for the annual New 
Year’s swim. 

The swim takes place in over 130 locations across 
the country, however the seaside town 
of Scheveningen gathers the largest crowd, with 
normally over 10,000 arctic swimmers! 2018 will 
be the 58th year of the tradition. 

New Year’s dives are held all over the world, 
however the Netherlands boasts the most dive sites 
and the largest number of participants. (One of the 
oldest New Year’s dives actually takes place in 
Canada with the Vancouver “Polar Bear Club” 
organising the swim since 1920). 

So my dear readers, wherever and however you 
celebrate the new year - make the 2018 celebrations 
a safe one! I, for one, hope to enjoy all 3 of the 
above-mentioned traditions!

Dr. Hugo Rietveld 

7 March 1932- 16 July 2016 

Hugo was bom in The 
Hague, The 
Netherlands. He was 
employed by Philips 
Electrical Industries as 
a Chemical Analyst. 

He migrated to Perth 
Western Australia in 
1955. 

In 1957 he enrolled at 
the University of WA 
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at the same time as Brian O’Connor and Syd 
Hall, studying physics. He obtained his 
PH.D. degree under the supervision of Ted 
Maslen, who had studied under Dorothy 
Hodgkin at Oxford University. 

His thesis was the study of: “ A single 
crystal neutron and X-ray diffraction Study”. 
Hugo pioneered single crystal neutron 
diffraction at Lucas Heights Sydney with 
Terry Sabine and their first paper was 
published in ’’Nature” in 1961. 


In 1964 he became a research officer at the 
Netherlands Energy Research Foundation 
(ECN) at Petten, and was involved in 
neutron powder diffraction studies of 
uranates and other ceramic compounds.

In 1973, when the UK joined the EEC, that 
the first neutron powder experiments were 
performed using Hugo ‘s papers on a D1A, 
high resolution diffractometer, where a 
powder pattern took only one day to collect, 
and later only one hour. Hugo’s method was 
thus christened the “Rietveld Method”. 

His impact is pivotal not only because it 
marks the halfway point in the history of 
power diffraction, but also because it has 
utterly transformed the potential of the 
technique from finger-printing exercise to a 
tool of broad applicability and great use. 

Diffraction of radiation is used to determine 
the atomic structure of materials. Thousands 
of X-ray publications using Rietveld 
Refinement are now published every year. 

Perhaps the greatest acknowledgement of 
Hugo’s work was his receipt of the 1995 
Gregori Aminoff Prize awarded by the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Sciences. 

He received his accolade from the King Carl 
Gustaf of Sweden with typical modesty, 
delight and genuine astonishment at the 
pervasive influence of his Method across the 
sciences around the world. 

His second was “ Officer in the Order of 
Oranje -Nassau”. 

In December 2012 he was thrilled to receive 
an e-mail from David Blake of the CheMin 
team of the Mars Science Laboratory rover ‘ 
’’Curiosity”, who wrote that he did not think 
they could have convinced NASA to send an 
X-ray powder diffractometer to Mars without 
the Rietveld Method. 

On Thursday 22 September 2016 there was a 
celebration for Peter Debye and Dr. Hugo 
Rietveld to celebrate the centennial of Peter 
Debye and golden jubilee of Dr. Hugo 
Rietveld, in Amsterdam. 

Hugo is survived by his wife Truus, a son 
and two daughters and 4 grand children. 

He will be sadly missed.

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Nostalgia - Neerlandia Soccer Club and other Clubs 


The Neerlandia Soccer Club and 
other Dutch teams in Western 
Australia by Adam Muyt. 

Those of you at the Dutch Society 
Neerlandia AGM in September 
may have seen someone unfamiliar, 
sitting off to the side, occupied 
with jotting down notes and taking 
photos. That was me, beavering 
away through bound archives of 
the Society’s newsletters while I 
searched for the history of the 
Neerlandia soccer team. 

I’ve spent the past year researching the story of 
Dutch migrants and soccer in Australia in the 
period from the late 1940s to the early 1980s. In 
September my project took me from Hobart to 
Perth to look at the Dutch teams set up in Western 
Australia, and the stories of the Dutch-bom players, 
officials and administrators of these, and other, 
sides here.

What of the Neerlandia 
Soccer Club? 

Senior and reserve teams 
were formed in 1972 to 
play in the West 
Australian Amateur Soccer 
League. Wearing red and 
white, Ajax-style kits, the 
Seniors won the 3 rd 
Division title and were 
considered so good they 
were promoted straight to 
1 st Division for the 1973 season. With several 
former Windmills and other top level players in the 
line-up, Neerlandia then took out the 1 st Division 
title. Proving its dominance, the side also won the 
Fairchild Cup (the Amateur League knockout 
comp.) and the Busselton Carnival that year. 
Another title followed in 1978, this time with the 
side playing in the Perth Friendly Soccer League. 
However, by the mid-1980s, Neerlandia had folded. 


Viewed nationally, this was nothing unusual - most 
of the twenty-five Dutch sides set up in Australia 
during the post-war European migrant wave 
disappeared within ten to fifteen years of forming. 
Away from the State Library and Neerlandia 
archives, I interviewed a dozen former players, 

Club officials and referees. An illustration of the 
significant Dutch migrant contribution to soccer in 
Western Australia in these years, is the number of 
players from Dutch backgrounds, who made it into 
West Australian state sides in this period - fifteen. 
This included players like Robin and Tony 
Witschge, Frank Franken, John Van Oosten, Cees 
Scheepens, Theo Paap and Chris Wissink; one, Joe 
Ruyters, also went on to play in an ‘Australia XI’ 
side. 

Including Neerlandia, six Dutch sides were 
established in Western Australia. Of all the states, 
only Victoria had more teams formed (seven at last 
count). 

The first - and best known - side set up in Western 
Australia was the Windmills, established in 1950; 
of course, they continue today as the Morley 
Windmills. Three other Perth-based teams were 
also formed: Neerlandia, Vitesse / Hollandia, who 

played from 
1957-59, and 
Sport United, 
who formed as a 
breakaway from 
the Windmills. 
They took the 
field from 1960 
until 1967. 
Albany also had 
a Dutch team, 
Hollandia, its 
players made up of the crew of dredges and tugs 
brought out from Holland in 1951 to deepen the 
harbour. Once the work finished in late 1952, so 
was Hollandia. Finally, Northam had Sparta, which 
played in the local association from mid-1959 until 
1962.

Monnickendam is a City in the Dutch province 
of North Holland. The original Town was founded 
by Monks, the name Monnickendam translates as 
'Monk's Dam'. 

The City is a part of the Municipality of Waterland 
and it lies adjacent to the Ijsselmeer. 

Coat of Arms. The City had 9,645 inhabitants in 2015. 

History: 

Monnickendam was a separate Municipality until 1991, when it was merged into Waterland. 

The Municipality of Waterland consists of the following Cities, Towns, Villages and/or Districts: 
Broek in Waterland, Ilpendam, Katwoude, Marken, Monnickendam, Overleek, Uitdam, Watergang 
and Zuiderwoude. 

Although it is now a small fishing village and tourist destination, it was an important port in earlier 
centuries. It also has a magnificent old inner City, which includes a seventeenth-century Weigh 
House, once used by merchants and port officials for weighing Cheese and a Belltower that dates 
from 1591. 

Monnickendam received City rights in 1355 and suffered a lot of damage during the disastrous 
fires of 1500 and 1513. 

The City’s Synagogue was built in 1894. Jewish families with the surname Monnikendam, trace 
their roots to this town. 

The Church of St. Nicholas: 

The building of this large three-aisled Church was started at the 
end of the 14th century, but was not completed until 1644. 

Like many other Churches in the region, it was dedicated to 
Saint Nicholas, Patron Saint of sailors. 

It is a fine Gothic Church in brick and it has been a Protestant 
Church since the Reformation.

The Harbour: 

The City has an inner harbour where several traditional boats 
called Klippers (Tjalks) are often moored. These are worth a 
visit or the boats can be hired with a skipper, for a sailing 
adventure on the Markermeer and Gauwzee. 

The outer harbour has 4 Marina’s, where visiting yachts and 
sailing boats can moor their crafts securely, while they visit this 
historic City with its many restaurants and eating places.

The Belltower and Belltower Museum: 

This Museum is located inside the Belltower of the old City of 
Monnickendam. It is a good starting point for tourist, so they can 
understand the history of Monnickendam and how this part of the 
country was won from the sea and subsequently defended against it. 
The Museum also has all kind of interesting things to do for kids, so 
they will not be bored while visiting. In the top of the tower is a small 
Dutch 'Draaiorgel', which you can try out yourself, and of course you 
can see the historic Carillion, which is in the very top of the tower as 
well. There are also natural history displays and a wonderful collection 
of old clocks - make sure to be there on the hour to hear all manner of 
bells, cuckoos, chimes, etc. going off. Also don't miss the chance to 

hear the gramophone 
from 1900 - for 10 cents 
you can hear it play 
(holes punched in a huge 
tin 'record'). 

The tower is also the 
place where City guides 
start tours on Friday 
evening through the old 
town. Times are 
indicated on the door of 
the tower.
